Lights^ Cameras, Action! 
Fine-Tuning Tri-Town's Cable Access 
By Robert Chiarito 

Since its inception as a non-profit organization 
in 2005, Old Rochester Community Television (ORCTV) 
has had a few growing pains. Now, with a new home and 
Executive Director on board, the tri-town's cable access 
station is looking brighter every day. 

After spending several months in a temporary fa- 
cility, the ORCTV board decided to move into the Captain 
Hadley House at 345 Front Street in Marion as a long-term 
home for the station. The organization moved their equip- 
ment into the building in August and also chose Kim 
Miot of Plymouth as their Executive Director that same 
month. Ms. Miot came to ORCTV with nearly nine years 
of experience in public access television including the 
last two and a half years as the director of Bedford's cable 
access station. In addition to her duties with ORCTV, Ms. 
Miot is also involved with the state's Mass Access board, 
which provides grassroots support to small access centers 
in Massachusetts. 

Under the new director the station has seen the 
Captain Hadley House location transform from a doctor's 
office into a state-of-the-art facility designed with the 
public in mind. Public Access is, after all, a forum that 
gives a voice to the people with regards to local govern- 
ment and the opportunity for creative output through the 
creation of programming that is made and developed by 
the public at large. Those who have an idea for a program 
are encouraged to become a member of the station. The 
cost of membership is just one dollar and that dollar gives

As she looks ahead to the day when all of the 
plans have come to their full fruition, Ms. Miot said, "It 
is really going to be great and I look forward to being a 
resource for the community and I hope that people in the 
community will take advantage of this station as a re- 
source. This is a very unique thing we are offering, giving 
people the opportunity to learn and use state-of-the-art 
equipment to showcase their work on television. There 
are not a lot of industries that offer the public the sort of 
voice that access television does." 

Ms. Miot went on to say that Massachusetts, in 
particular, has one of the strongest networks of access 
stations giving a voice to local communities regardless of 
their size. 

By early next year ORCTV will have a facility in 
place that will rival that of any in the state. ORCTV hopes 
that the community will take advantage of its bulletin 
board to make announcements concerning current events 
in the tri-towns and that members who used to produce 
shows for the old cable access station will consider doing 
so again in the future. 

Each day seems to bring a new change to ORCTV 
— whether it be a new camera or editing bay or repairs 
that bring the studio closer to completion as the organiza- 
tion looks towards a new year of accomplishments.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover. Other insect repellents containing DEET may 
not be safe on your dog. Use them very sparingly, as on the 
ears only.

My name is Rob. I am an employee of the Town of Mat- 
tapoisett and a resident of the Town of Marion. A few months 
ago it did not look very promising: my insurance had denied 
my claim for an electronic leg brace referred to as the Bio-ness 
L-300. This device helps me with a condition known as drop foot 
— a common affliction with the disease Multiple Sclerosis. In ad- 
dition, the wireless device can improve gait, balance and stride, 
eliminating the need for a rigid foot brace. 

After trying to explore many different options for 
purchasing the leg device, with little or no luck, I approached a 
very knowledgeable individual in Mattapoisett and asked him 
for some advice.

Boating course provides instruction and examination for 
laws and regulations for Massachusetts and, if required, 
can include Rhode Island regulations. As boating is a fam- 
ily activity, families are encouraged to attend as a group. 

Revised and updated to address the current 
requirements of National Association of State Boating 
Law Administrators this accredited course instructs the 
student in the fundamentals of safe boating.

Theodore Gautier's most evocative poems, the SCCMS's 
program promises an in-depth look at one culture's con- 
tributions to the musical universe we cherish today. 

Listeners will be able to discern that French love 
of classicism, the kind of order and harmony so evident 
in their drama, for example, and then see how it began to 
shade into impressionistic music that truly does tame the 
savage breast. 

In February, the Chamber Music Society offers an 
international program with Russian-born Dmitri Shosta- 
kovich's String Quartet in C major, Englishman Gerald 
Finzi's lovely Interlude for oboe and strings, and Argentin- 
ean composer A. E. Ginastera's colorful Impresiones de la 
Puna. 

While concertgoers are generally familiar with 
Shostakovich, the program will also give audiences the 
chance to hear Finzi's haunting quartet and the peculiarly 
native melodies of Ginastera, whose work, writes one 
music historian, combines "exhilarating rhythmic energy, 
captivating lyricism and hallucinatory atmosphere." 

In March the South Coast Chamber Music Society 
literally pulls out all the stops. In concerts that feature 
organ, harpsichord, and voice, in addition to flute, oboe, 
viola and cello, the power of chamber music to move 
audiences deeply will be amply demonstrated. 

The concert offers selections by Ludwig Krebs, 
Gabriel Faure, and Rudolf Escher. Krebs, who was taught 
by Johann Sebastian Bach, devoted his life to the organ 
and achieved a reputation second only to his master's. In 
his Fantasie, Krebs showcases what some have called his 
impressive "dramatic power," and will make devotees of 
the organ and of J.S. Bach's music deeply satisfied. 

Then, too, the concert offers a Trio Sonata by 
Mozart and Le Tombeau de Ravel by Rudolf Escher. 
Although much of Escher 's work was destroyed during 
wartime bombing in Rotterdam, thankfully his transcrip- 
tion for orchestra of six epigraphs by Debussy survives. 

In this tribute to one of his major influences, 
Escher employs the harpsichord to stunning effect, as will 
be clear when SCCMS audiences hear the virtuoso play- 
ing of guest artist Paul Cienniwa.

Poetry in l\1otion

Beowulf. With the voices of Ray Winstone and Angelina Jolie. 
Directed by Robert Zemeckis. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Shrieking with grief and purring with lust — or at least with desire 
for more offspring — Angelina Jolie is about the best reason to see Beowulf, 
aside from the eye-candy factor of the digital 3D. (I've seen it in 3D and 
2D, and there's really no comparison; if you're going to see this, get thee 
to a theater with a digital 3D set-up — locally, that'd be the Showcase in 
Randolph.) Grendel's mother, the unearthly creature who gave birth to the 
beast who terrorized Hrothgar and his fellow mead-swillers, is one of the 
great evil characters in all of literature, a symbol of the cycle of rage put in 
perpetual spin by war. You kill Grendel, you now have his mother to deal 
with. It never ends. Jolie is the only actor in Beowulf who seems fulfilled, 
not constricted, by the elaborate motion-capture animation commanded by 
director Robert Zemeckis and his army of techs. She is perversely maternal, 
mockingly seductive, a succubus who's spent centuries musing on the best 
ways to torment those sordid little humans. 

Zemeckis and writers Neil Gaiman and Roger Avary take consider- 
able liberties with the ancient Anglo-Saxon poem. I don't really care; leave 
that to the ardent Beowi/// scholars. It's very much a Beowulf lor our time, 
a fable in which a warrior's braggadocio rings hollow even to himself. In 
that respect it's a tonic corrective to the militaristic spewing of 300. But, 
dear God, I wish Zemeckis would throw off his addiction to technology. 
His mo-cap Polar Express a few years back drew justified fire because of its 
Uncanny Valley creepiness factor, with its smoothly rendered, dead-looking 
human faces with soulless eyes. Beowulf is slicker; it irons out some of the 
problems, but by no means all. The gestures are stiffer than you'd like them 
to be, the expressions incongruent with tone of voice, though the animators 
do a decent job with Anthony Hopkins as the shambling King Hrothgar. It's 
a stunning likeness, but why spend millions of dollars recreating Hopkins 
in pixels? 

After a promising start, in which the hulking Grendel, driven mad by 
the loud revelry in Hrothgar 's mead hall, tears dozens of men limb from 
limb, the movie runs dry of freakish fantasia. That's the original structure: 
Beowulf steps up to slay Grendel; he visits Grendel's mother in her lair, 
then returns claiming to have killed her; he becomes king; years pass, and 




he falls in battle with a dragon. The result in the movie is a lot of scenes that 
could've been handled just as well as live-action. Your eyes keep telling you 
what you're seeing isn't real, and after a while they get tired of reminding 
you and just glaze over. To me, animation should be reserved for stories 
or characters that absolutely can't be done any other way as effectively. By 
making everything shiny-unreal yet straining to be photorealistic, Zemeckis 
cancels out most of the dramatic force of the material. It's at an aesthetic 
remove. If you caught me in the right mood I could justify it for about a 
minute by saying it's an idealized story, so it's told in a way that doesn't 
just remove the blemishes, it never programs them in the first place. But I'm 
not in the right mood just now; this Beowulf can be awfully pretty, but it's 
untouched by human hands. It's the difference between an actual aquarium 
and an aquarium Screensaver. 

The freakishness is fun while it lasts. Crispin Glover's Grendel, grov- 
elling in his mother's caverns and drooling out tortured Old English, is a 
tremendous creation of pathos and rage. Ironically, Glover is the least visu- 
ally recognizable in terms of his screen avatar, yet his performance comes 
through loud and clear. And John Malkovich brings some of his fey sarcasm 
to the role of Unferth, who doubts Beowulf's self-created legend. Elsewhere, 
Beowulf is short on inspiration and even imagination. Ray Winstone can't 
make Beowulf much more than the impersonal slab of beef he's rendered 
as — he has less personality even than Leonidas in the ridiculous 300. The 
very end is superb, though, with the old cycle of war threatening to start 
spinning yet again, amid imagery of fire and water. By then, however, I was 
more than ready to leave Zemeckis' hermetic world, and re-enter the real 
one, with cars and garbage and people whose faces move properly.

The Jerk: and 
the Fab Four 



Now that we've officially basked in that tryptophan- 
induced post-Turkey Day slumber and find ourselves on 
the threshold of Black Friday and the mall marathon known 
as the "Christmas Shopping Season," I thought I might offer 
a couple of helpful hints for those on Santa's wish list who 
are notoriously hard to please. And since these suggestions 
are things I find particularly entertaining, it goes without say- 
ing they are all also packed with tons of good taste. 

For those book worms on your list, I have to put a huge 
plug in for the latest tome from none other than that "wild and 
crazy guy" himself, Steve Martin. Although his newest book. 
Born Standing Up: A Comic's Life is a memoir of sorts, it isn't a 
birth-to-present biography of the comedian-turned-actor-turned- 
writer. It is, rather, a unique and detailed account of Martin's rise 
to fame as one of the most successful standup acts of our time. 

Given that this modern-day renaissance man has dabbled in 
everything of late from short novels to one-act plays, it is refresh- 
ing to see him once again embrace and recall his comedic heyday 
with affection. For a period Martin seemed to eschew the white 
suits and bunny ears that made him famous and seemed all too 
willing to settle into his "serious actor" role while forgetting about 
the long and winding road that got him there. 

As an equally devoted fan of both Martin's contemporary 
work and those early comedy albums and films like The Jerk, Dead 
Men Don Y Wear Plaid and The Man With Two Brains, I relished 
taking a trip through time with the author as he started meticu- 
lously building a calculated act that seemed surprisingly extem- 
poraneous and off-the-cuff. I loved reading about neat little tidbits 
like the first time he used the cheap arrow-through-the-head gag 
and simply forgot to remove it during the remainder of his routine 
... or how the trademark white suit simply came about as a means 
for audience members to better see Martin in the capacity arenas 
he filled in the late '70s. 

It also helps that Steve Martin has evolved into a sharp and 
keenly articulate wordsmith as his recent Shopgirl and Pure Drivel 
have already demonstrated. And while Born Standing Up probably 
won't appeal to those looking to sink their teeth into a vapid tell-all 
star biography filled with tales of turmoil and abuse, it is the per- 
fect love letter for fans of Martin who have grown older and wiser 
with him but still like remembering those wild and crazy days. 

If you've got a music and movie fan on your Secret Santa list, 
I've got a way to kill two birds with one stone ... pick up the long- 
overdue newly-restored, double DVD set of The Beatles' second 
feature film. Help! While its better-known and more widely ac- 
claimed cousin, A Hard Day 's Night, already got a pristine make- 
over a few years back, the Fab Four's 1965 color follow-up has 
remained relegated to a marginal DVD transfer with even less-im- 
pressive sound. Until now.

countless vie wings. Watching John, Paul, George and Ringo in 
the recording studio belting out "You're Going to Lose That Girl" 
or frolicking in the Swiss Alps while singing "Ticket to Ride," I 
found myself grinning from ear to ear. 

While A Hard Day 's Night always seemed a mere series of 
musical performances strung together with little comedic skits. 
Help! boasts a bonafide plotline — albeit an incredulous one — 
that actually called for the Beatles to display a little bit of their 
acting chops while not lip-synching their songs. The results are 
far more satisfying since the sparse seven songs here are balanced 
with a cohesive storyline. 

A storyline, I might add, that remains just as funny today. I 
found myself laughing out loud during some of the film's most 
obvious bits even though I've heard them all before. The standout 
here remains Leo McKern as cult leader Klang. His deadpan line 
deliveries like "shocking" after hearing various Beatles' songs and 
his over-the-phone luring of "go to the ween-dow'' still make me 
laugh time and time again. 

And while I enjoy and respect A Hard Day's Night for be- 
ing the breakthrough film that introduced the world to the lads 
from Liverpool, I've always been partial to the sheer silliness and 
uniquely dry British sensibility of Help!, a film that became a ma- 
jor influence on everything from The Monkees television show to 
the antics of the Monty Python comedic troupe. Much of this ap- 
preciation and tracings of the film's fingerprints are included in the 
DVD's second supplemental disc which offers documentaries on 
the making of the movie and a great essay written by filnmiaker 
Martin Scorsese. But it's the new transfer and restored soundtrack 
here that make this DVD worth the price alone.
